(e) Any Gziver employed to 
transport passengers to a definite 
point shall take the mzst direct 
route possible that will carry the

quested, give a correct receipt up- 
on payment of a fare. 

(g) All disputes as to fare 
shall be forthwith determined by 
the officer in charge of the Police 
Station, and if his decision is in 
favor of the passenger the driver 
shall convey him to the P:lice Sta- 
tion and back to his original des- 
tutlauiOl With.ut charge.

Any perscn, firm, corporation or 
association violating any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemea- 
nor, and upon conviction thereof 
Shall be punishable by a fine of 
not more than $300.60 ov by im- 
prisonment in the San Bernardino 
County Jail for a period of not to 
exceed ninety (90) days, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment.
